GREAT CROWDS ON PARADE 


Mass Meeting Protest Against Action 
of Powers and Indorse King. 


THE PEOPLE ARE HARD TO CONTROL 


Belligerent Feeling Is Rampant and | 


the Masses Are Proclaiming Their 
Willingness To Fight. 


Athens, April 6.—The greatest enthusl- 
asm was manifested here today during the 
fetes organized to celebrate the anniver- 
sary of the declaration of 1812 of the inde- 
pendente of Greece from Turkish rule. 

The scenes throughout the day, although 
very brilliant, were lacking in the usual 
imposing military display on account of 
the large number of troops sent to the fron- 
tier. Otherwise the usual customs were 
followed. . 

There was a salute of twenty-one guns 
in the morning and a free feast of roast 
lamb, the national dish, was given to the 
poor. Throughout the day crowds of people 
paraded the streets cheering for the king 
and for war with Turkey. 

During the afternoofi a mass meeting was 
held to protest against the action of the 
powers and to indorse the steps taken by 
the Greek government. Later # delegation 
from this meeting, accompanied by a crowd 
of thousands of those who took part in 
the demonstration, presented a copy of the 
resolutions to the king at the palace, cry- 
ing ‘‘Long live war!" 

The crowd was so enthusiastic that It 
invaded the vestibule of the palace and the 
guard of soldiers on duty had great diff_i- 
culty in conT¥olling the people. ; 

This evening every one in the city Its 
parading and the scene is one of extraor- 
dinary animation. There are [llumina- 
tions everywhere and on all sides are to 
be heard cheers for war, for the king and 
for Crete. At 9 p. m. the vast concourse 
of people rémain in front of the royal 
palace, calling upon King George to show 
himself. Much alarm was caused by the 
firing of several shots in the vicinity of the 
crowd. 

Immediately after this a cordon of troops 

was drawn around the palace. Thousands

Brokerage Concern Swindled People 
Through the Mails. 


WORKED WITH “OLD HUTCH” 


Sheriff Now Has Charge of the Mag- 
nificent New York Offices. 


INVESTORS ARE SCATTERED OVER COUNTRY 


Plans Worked Well Enough Until Re- 
cent Decision of United States 
Supreme Court. 


New York, April 6.—The offices of E. 8. 
Dean & Co. were besieged by anxious 
investors today. Some of them came from 
New Jersey and far up New York state, 
hoping to get back some of their money. 

The deputy sheriff in charge of the offices 
gave them no encouragerhent. He also re- 


fused to receive numerous ‘collect’ tele- 


graphic dispatches. 

Some of the investors were poor washer- 
women and seamstresses who had given 
their last dollar to the bucket shop, tempt- 
ed by the promise of enormous profits. Even 
the firm’s own typewriters had not received 
their wages. It is said 25,000 investors all 
over the United States have lost $5,000,000. 

Myron L. Bernard was president of the 
concern. Sam Keller, who heads another 
concern—Sam Keller & Co.—was the man- 
ager. The concern advertised in hundreds 
of country newspapers. It did not attempt 
to secure any patrons in this city, but con- 
fined its efforts to working up trade in the 
out-of-town districts. 

A representative of the postoffice depart- 
ment, it is rumored, has lately been in 
Wall street endeavoring to work up cases 
against bucket shops and other similar 
concerns which do most of their business 
through the mails. 

The World tomorrow will say: 

“E. 8. Dean was a2 former partner of ‘Old 

Hutch,’ of Chicago, and he failed several 
times. He came east and orgamized the E. 
S. Dean Company. Last year he sold out 
and, while the firm name was retained, 
Dean, although holding a cont»lling inter- 
est in the stock, went to Rochester, where 
he still lives. 
‘ Dean was the originator of a system of 
speculation which consisted of averaging up 
the market from day to day and then 
‘scalping’ tt. He had brokers on all the ex- 
changes, and as prices fluctuated the brok- 
ers would take advantage of the fluctua- 
tions and close out their holdings. It is 
claimed that in this way E. 8S. Dean Com- 
pany paid 210 per cent dividends in cash 
in less than six months. While the labil- 
ities were limited, the profits were unlim- 
ited. 

“The E. S. Dean Company secured as 
their representatives such reputable firms 
as Theo W. Meyers & Co. and Lindburn & 
Co., on the stock*exchange; L. A. Prince, of 
No. 6@ Broadway, on the consolidated, and 
Barrett & Co., in Chicago. 

“The firm made money and pooling its 
profits divided them prorated among in- 
vestors. March ist a circular was sent 
out to the effect that in view of the war 
complications in the east wheat was a de- 
sirable investment.

Morgan will continue his speech tomorrow 
and has given notice of a motion to pro- 
ceed with the Cuban resolution to a final 
vote. 


He Has Grown Hopeless. 

He spoke of the long and weary contest 
which the Spanish authorities had been 
unable to check. It was right, he said, 
that congress should initiate such action 
as the United States was to take. The 
president may not feel personally. disposed 
to concur in the views of congress and yet 
he might feel bound by it. 

“But,” he added, “I am almost hopeless 
after the policy 6f the past few months 
that any administration will get its cour- 
age up to the point of sending, our ships 
to Havana and demanding justice and lib- 
erty for our people.” 

Mr. Morgan referred to the death of Dr. 
Ruiz and commented on the reported pur- 
pose of the administration to send a law- 
yer.to Havana to investigate. “Instead of — 
hunting out a lawyer to.go down to Ha- 
vana.” declared the senator... “our authori- 
ties may well send a ship of war to Ha- 
vana with a commissioner on board and 
say to Spain: ‘If that man has been mur- 
dered, you must punish the gullty ones and 
on the spot make immediate indemnity.’ ” 

Here Mr. Hale, republican, of Maine, 
came in with a series of questions and there 
was a rapid exchange with Mr. Morgan.

Some time ago Colonel Buck wrote letters 
to all of the members of the state central 
committee, asking for an expression from 
each one as to whom they preferred for 
their leader. In these letters Colonel Buck 
stated that in his opinion Mr. Johnson was 
best fitted for the undertaking, and rec- 
ommended that the selection be made. 
Replies have been received from most of 
the members of the committee, and these 
indicate that the choice of the republicans 
will place Johnson at the head of the 
party. 

There is a prospect for a lively fight 
in the republican party of this state, and 
before his departure Colonel Buck will 
make an effort to bring the jarring factions 
together. 

He does not believe in eliminating the 
negro and does not think that the colored 
voters should be discriminated against. 
Sigce the triumph of McKinley there has 
been an effort to reorganize the republican 
party on new lines. It is the opinion of 
Major Hanson and other converts that a 
strong party can be built up among the 
white voters, and that the negro should 
not, as heretofore, be the controlling ele- 
ment. 

Upon this point a huge split is threaten- 
ed.

The grand jury investigated Hill’s case 


yesterday and after examiming only two 
witnesses found sufficient evidence to bind 
him over on the charge of arson. Hill put 
up a bold front and vehemently denied 
his guilt or connection in any way with 
the fires which have been destroying the 
town. The testimony of two witnesses 
was very strong against the prisoner and 
threw a new light on the cause of the 
fires in Pittsburg. There are a number 
of other witnesses in the case who did not 
take the stand, and it is claimed by the 
detectives that when Hill goes to trial 
some startling revelations will be made. 

Chief Detective Slaughter spent his en- 
tire time working on the case. He and 
Detective Cason followed out every clue 
until finally they caught Eugene Hill. 
Yesterday the grand jury went over Hill’s 
case and found enough against him to 
bind him over on the charge. 

There is one thing about Hill’s arrest 
which is worthy of note, and that is the 
singular ‘discontinuance of the fires since 
his incarceration. It is true that he may 
be innocent and that the close trial of the 
detectives has caused the firebugs to stop 
their work, but be that as it may, Pitts- 
burg is not in the danger it seems that 
it was a few weeks ago. It is not known 
exactly what the detectives are doing on 
this case, but ‘the presumption is that 
more arrests will follow in a few days, 
for it has been intimated that ‘‘there are 
others.”’ 


TROUBLE WITH PERU. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN MAKES 
REQUEST OF GOV. ATKINSON. 


A Native of Peru Has Been Sentenced 
to Six Months on Charge of Va- 
grancy in Brunswick. 


The government of the United States and 
that of Peru are about to become involved 
in complications growing out of-the arrest 
and conviction of a tramp. 

Francisco Molina was arrested as an in- 
dependent gentieman of leisure, having no 
legitimate occupation, by the authorities 
of the city of Brunswick. Francisco was 
following the vocation, so common in the 
great and free country whence he came, 
of doing nothing and living by his wits. 

He was carried before a magistrate and 
the evidence was so strong against the 
descendant of the incas that the magis- 
trate found him guilty of the ignoble crime 
of vagrancy and sentenced him to six 
months on the chaingang. ‘They are great 
on building roads around Brunswick, and 
they utilize all the tramps that come with- 
in their jurisdiction in boulevard construc- 
tion. 

But Francisco took exceptions to the 
length of the term of pubiic servitude im- 
posed upon him, and as he could not hope 
for a revolution that would overthrow the 
existing government within that period, as 
he might have confidentiy looked forward 
to in his native land, he appealed to the 
consul general of Peru at Washington. 
That gentleman referred the matter to the 
secretary of state, who, in turn, referred 
the matter to Governor Atkinson. The 
ietter is signed by W. W. Rockhill, as- 
Sistant secretary of state. 

Governor Atkinson will ask Judge Sam 
Atkinson to look into the matter, as the 
case evidently came wp in the city court, 
ang if the sentence Wus more severe than 
the offense would have demanded, Fran- 
cisco will probably be commuted ond re- 
quested to change his place of residence,

TTINNERS EXPECT 


TO WIN A VICTORY 


They Say That the Two Firms Are 
Surely Weakening. 


NON-UNION MEN ARE JOINING 


The Strike Is Very Orderly and No 
Excitement Anywhere. 


PLASTERERS PROMISE HEARTY SUPPORT 


No Workmen Are Coming Here trom 


Other Points To Apply for Work. 
Early Settlement Looked for. 


There is no change in the tinners’ strike 
situation. Both sides are standing firm, 
without the least outward sign of giving in. 

The grievance committee from the tin- 
ners’ union held a conference with the 
firms of Hunnicutt & Bellingrath and 
Moncrief & Dowman, and though they 
were treated courteously, no agreement 
was reached, 

The strikers say that these two firms are 
weakening, and it is only @ matter of a 
short time before they will come around. 
It is the general impression that the two 
contending firms are willing to meet the 
scale, but will not verify that willingness 
in writing. 

Committeeman Dan Sullivan said last 
night that the Hunnicutt & Bellingrath 
company told the committee yesterday that 
they would close down before they would 
accede to the demands of the strikers. But 
the strikers say that there is no danger of 
closing down. 

The fact that the strikers are gradually 
getting the few men out who stayed in on 
last Thursday, and keeping others from 
taking their places, is a strong card in 
their favor. 

Hunnicutt & Bellingrath, it is said, have 
only one man and a boy working in their 
shop. Up to noon yesterday the report was 
that Moncrief & Dowman had only four, 
and that number was reduced to three in 
the afternoon when one of the four came 
out and joined the union. 

The plasterers’ union, composed of both 
whites and blacks, met last night and 
passed resolutions extending moral and 
financial support to the striking tinners. 

The strikers feel confident of winning. 

One noticeable feature of the strike is 
the orderly manner in which the men are 
conducting themselves. They spend most 
of their time at the hall, No. 62% Peach- 
tree street, in reading and pattern mak- 
ing. A blackboard has been put up, and a 
box of toolsis on hand, whereby a theoret- 
ical and practical study of their trade can 
be made during the idle hours of. the day. 


THEIR REPORT IS READY 


THE VEAL COMMITTEE FINISHED 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


Refuse to Divulge Result, But the 
General Opinion Is That a Trial 
Will Be Demanded. 


The special committee of the city coun- 
cil appointed to investigate the charges 
egainst Chief Sanitary Inspector Veal 
held a meeting in the office of Colonel 
Westmoreland, the assistant city attorney, 
yesterday afternoon, and formulated their 
report for council, which will convene in 
special session Thursday afternoon for this 
special purpose.

Crevasse in Tunica Counly | 
2,000 Feet Wide 


THE YAZOO “RIVER 1S FILLING 


lf Lower Levees Hold There Will Be 
Trouble In Planting Crops, 
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M'LAURIN APPEALS FOR FEDERAL AID 


LL 


Says Unless Levees Are Maintained 
It Will Be Impossible To Make 
Crops and That Many Poor 
People Will Starve 
to Death. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 6.—The feature of 
the flood condition in the Mississippi delta 
today is the gradual spread of fhe water 
over an area which hitherto was never 
overflowed. 

The upper crevasse in Tumica county is 
2,000 feet wide and so great is the outpour 
that the water below this break is being 
drawn up to and hurled out over the fertile 
valley through the crevasse... All of the 
country east of the main line of the Yazoo 
and Mississippi valley road is flooded and 
in mapy places the water has gone over 
tracks, filling the Yazoo river. The fall in 
the channel at Nemaha, Greenville, Vicks- 


burg and Arkansas City is due to the filling 


up of the deita and the White river country. 
The supreme question is the duration of 
the flood. If the lower levee on the Mis- 
sissipp! and southwestern Arkamsas should 
hold, as it is believed they will not do, 
the emptying of the delta and St. Francis 


‘basin will be slow. If they break and the 


river continues.to fall at Cairo, the upper 
St. Francis basin and the delta will be 
clear of water by May 5th. If this should 
prove true there will be mo difficulty in 
growing cotton. But breaks in Louisiana 
and southeast Arkansas will hold in water 
from that territory from the middle of 
May until after the usual time of planting 
cotton in that territory. The river at Mem- 
phis is stationary tanight. 

Jackson, Miss., Aphil 6.—The government 
tonight sent the following telegram to 
Secretary of War Alger, asking for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 from congress to 
close the breaks in the iMssissippi levee 
system: 

‘To R. A. Alger, eeceheny of War, Wash- 
ington, D. C.—The greatest danger to be 


apprenended in the overtiowed district is 
trom the June rise of the river. With the 


crevasses then existing it will be impossi- 


bie to make a crop, and this would cause 
the ioss of millions of dollars, besides star- 
vation to many poor people. An appropria- 
tion of gllwu,wwu by congress wouid ciose the 
crevasses mm this state, would give employ- 
ment to all the needy people and allow peo- 
pie to work land in thirty days.

Water Rises at Coahama. 

Coahama, Miss., April 6—For a while 
today water rose two feet an hour, until 
all the low country was filled. It is to- 
night over three-fourths of the town, and 
by morning will cover all but the very 
highest places. Many families have been 
forced to leave their homes and move into 
box cars furnished them by the railroad 
company. 

No fatalities have occurred yet, but the 
work of rescuing will be more dangerous 
as the water rises. The railroad company 
will sustain great loss in bridges and tracks 
that are washing literally off to the woods. 
Three bridges within a mile of here have 
succumbed to the floods, one is gone and 
two rendered useless,

Bankruptcy Bill Comes In. 

This concluded the lively two hours 
given to Cuba, and the bankruptcy bill 
waa taken up.

A Serious Venture. 

The Phildelphia Evening Telegraph 
is authority for the statement that a 
test consignment of American freight 
is to be made within the next few days 
to the island of Crete for the purpose 
of ascertaining the character of the 
blockade established by the European 
powers. 

Of course, it is natural that Ameri- 
cans should be somewhat curious to as- 
certain the character of the blockade, 
but is it not a dangerous thing for ihis 
country to dispatch a merchant vessel 
to Crete on a bogus errand under exist- 
ing circumstances? As we have no 
rade relations with the island to war- 
rant such a venture, is it not calculated 
to make us ridiculous in the eyes of the 
world and to put us in the attitude of 
Ajax defying the lightning? 

In making a test consignment of 
freight to Crete our American shippers 
are yielding to a rash impulse and one 
which may involve serious conse- 
quences. If the vessel succeeds in pass- 
ing the blockade without interference, 
the object of the expedition will, of 
course, be gained and the country will 
perhaps be a trifle wiser. But suppose, 
on the other hand, that difficulties are 
encountered and that, in trying to 
make the passage, our flag is saluted by 
a volley of shot from the European 
guns? In that event would not our 
government be placed in a very embar- 
rassing, if not, indeed, a most perilous 
situation? Without the least vestige of 
commercial interest in Crete, we would 
nevertheless be drawn into serious and 
perhaps disastrous complications. If 
the merchant vessel has not already put 
out to Crete, the enterprise should be

not afford to imperil its existence for 
the sake of gratifying its curiosity.

It was here the 
family of Judge Atkinson resided. fhe be- 
ginming of the war had found the embry- 
onic judge at the period of callow adoles- 
ence. He had yearmed to get to/the front 
and upon one occasion made an attempt to 
leap the backyard fence and charge over 
the Kennesaw im the @irection of the strug- 
gling armies, but his escape was noticed 
and the paternal tebuke was not mild. 

But when the relief corps was formed 
Judge Atkinson was called on. It was 
thought that he could prove a valuable wa- 
ter carrier for the wounded men. On a 
very cold moming the relief train rolled up 
at Tunnel! Hill. 

It was the day after a furious enguge- 
ment, and the wounded were lying thick 
about. 

Young Atkinson had already leaped from 
the train with a tin bucket on his arm. He 
wore a jeans shirt, coperas breeches had a 
pair of red brogan shoes. 

There was a mountain pass over which.a 
bridge had been built in time of peace, but 
the day before the federals had burned this 
and the ashes were smoldering. The en- 
thusiastic water carrier was not aware of 
this. In his attempt to cross, he suddenly 
found himself up to the knees in red-hot 
ashes. The red brogans were roasted be- 
fore the judge could get out. He was quick- 
ly rescued, however, and carried back to 
the rear by the ambulamce corps. A train 
was waiting to carry the wounded to At- 
lanta. Young Atkinson was placed on a flat 
car with those who had been shot down 
in battle. The soldiers called him the 
“drummer boy of ‘Tunnel Hill,”” and for a 
long while this soubriquet élung to Bs 
He suffered from the burns for many weeks 
and, it is said, still bears the scars received 
on the field of battle. 

Thus it is that he is ranked with the vet- 
erans, and thus it is that his name will go 
down as the “drummer boy of Tunnell 
Hill.”

London, April 6.—In the thhouse of com- 
mons today the government leader, Mr. 
Balfour, replying to a question put yester- 
day by Sir William Vernon Harcourt, as to 
whefher the government would give a date 
to discuss his (Sir William’s) motion for an 
address to her majesty praying that the 
forces of-the crown bs not employed 
against Greece or the people of Crete, said 
that as there was no word in the motion 
expressly condemning anything the govern- 
ment had done or announcing its intention 
of doing, he was forced to the conclusion 
that Sir William Vermon Harcourt’s object 
was not to raise a direct issue and that 
under the circumstances it would not be in 
the interest of public business to give the 
day suggested. (Loud cheers from the con- 
servatives.) 

Sir William Harcourt then said Mr. Bal- 
four appeared to have entirely misconstrued 
the tenor of the motion. While he, the 
speaker, could mot describe the motion as a 
vote of censure, he explained there has 
been such a thing as a vote of want of con- 
fidence in what the government anticipated 
and what it was likely todo. He added:

THEN WILL COME TRIAL OF KEMPTON 


Yesterday’s Proceedings Brought Out 
No Sensational Testimony—Evi- 
dence Was Merely a Repeti- 
tion of What Was Sworn 
the Day Before. 


The general courtrrartial held three 
sessions yesterday and finished hearing 
evidence in the case of Quartermaster 
Sergeant. Guy Thurman last night. 

Nothing very sensational or of any great 
interest happened during the day. 

Governor Atkinson accompanied by As- 
sistant Adjutant General Brown entered 
the court room during the morning and 
sat for a few minutes watching the work- 
iugs of the court and listened to the evi- 
dence submitted. The governor paid the 
court another visit during the afternoon 
and seemed great!y interested in its work- 
ings. Captain Brown is well pleased with 
the court. 

The features of the morning session of 
the court was the testimony of Private 
Sanges, Citizen Hatchett and Lieutenant 
Marvin L. Case. 

Private Sanges told of having been ap- 
pointed on a committee to withdraw the 
petition requesting the resignation of 
Captain Kempton. He also told of the 
preferring of the first charges and testified 
as to the reasons why the men wanted to 
get rid of Captain Kempton. 

Citizen Hatchett, who was the senior 
member of the battery at the time the 
trouble first arose, told of how he pre- 
sented the petition at the request of the 
members. He said the men knew what 
they were doing and knew they were mak- 
ing themselves subject to a courtmartial. 
They had risked a courtmartial in order 
to get rid of Captain Kempton withcut 
any trouble, they thinking he would fre- 
sign immediately .after.the. petition. was 
presented. ms BS 
The fact that the men knew they were 
waking themselves subject to a cuortmar- 
tlal and knew they were violating the mili- 
tary regulations of the state will be held 


mas important evidence against them. 


Lieutenant Case testified that the men 


paid no attention to the rules and they 


were not read to those who joined the 
company. He did not think they were of 
very great importance. 

The feature of the afternoon session was 
the statement of Sergeant Thurman, the 
accused member of the Artillery, who was 
on trial. He made some serious charges 
against Captain Kempton in his statement 
and showed where he himself had com- 
mitted error. ° 

He testified that he had tried to keep 
down the trouble in the company as long 
as possible. He said the men did not re- 
spect Captain Kempton because he ridi- 
culed the governor, and did other things 
unbecoming an officer. 

He told of the tour of duty ‘to Camp 
Northen at which Captain Kempton was 
charged with having approved of false 
muster and Sergeant 
charged with having reported false muster. 
He said Captain Kempton had instructed 


him to report false muster in order that | 


there might be a large number of men. 
present. -Mr. W. S. Baker, who went to 
the encampment with the Artillery was 
brought out prominently in the testi- 
mony. 

At the night session the court finished 


the trial of Sergeant Thurman and will | 


begin the trial of the other men this morn- 
ing. The court is anxious to finish the 
work fis quick as possible and for that 
reason it will probably try all the other 
men in a batch and not make the trials 
separate. The arguments for both sides 
will not be heard until all the trials are 
concluded. The court will continue to hold 
three meetings a day. : 


NIGHT SESSION.

The only interest he knew Sergeant Thur- 
man had in making the report wrong was’ 
that he (Thurman) had opposed Kempton 
from the start and wanted something to 
hold against him in case he should prefer 
charges against the men. 

He did not examine any of the reports, 
hut seeing the signature of Sergeant Thur- 


| man on it, he took it as correct. 


He was asked if he told Sergeant Thur- 
man that he wanted to swell his numbers 
by having certain absent men appear on the 
report. He said he did not. ; 

He said that at the time Mr. Baker went 
to the camp he had been sworn in, but his 
name had not been placed on the enlistment 
roll. He said Mr. Baker was trans- 
ported as a member of the Atlanta Artil- 
lery, and he thought he was a bona fide 
member of the battery. 

Major Willeoxon handed Captain Kemp- 
ton the minutes and asked him to show 
where the election of Captain Baker ap- 
peared. 

Captain- Kempton replied by asking a 
question, and the court called him.down. 

He recollected that Mr. Baker was sick 
at the encampment. He said Mr. Baker 
appeared in ranks several times. 

He did mot consider Mr. Baker too infirm 
to perform the duties at the camp. 

“Did you not state to Sergeant Thurman 
that the reason you did not enlist Mr. Bak- 
er before you went to camp was because 
you thought you would have to discharge 
him as soon as you returned?’’ 

“T did not.” 

Mr. Baker asked for permission to ad- 
dress the court on account of the fact that 
his name was liberally used. The court re- 
fused to hear him. 

Private U. A. Sanges testified that the 
governor had given the battery permission 
to meet in the armory after they had been 
locked out. 

Sergeant Thurman was re-introduced and 
told of what Captain Kempton said to him 
about making out the report.

W. Baker, who was not 
a duly enlisted man of said command, 
transportation to and from the said Camp 
Northen, as a member of the Atlanta 
Artillery. That on'‘or about the third day 
of said tour of duty the said Joseph F. 
Kempton, captain commanding, as afdre- 
said, did enlist the said Ss.

Atkinson, Commander Military Forces of 
Georgia: Sir—In addition to the informa- 
tion submitted by this committee relative 
to Captain J. F. Kempton, captain com- 
manding the Atlanta Artillery, we beg 
to call your attention to the following 
additional facts: 

“1. The said Joseph F. Kempton, cap- 
tain aforesaid, is a non-resident of Ful- 
ton county, and is a resident of DeKalb. 
county, said state, which is contrary to 
section 1149 code of Georgia of 1882. 

“2. The general conduct and demeanor 
of Captain Kempton has been such while 
in command of the battery as not to 
command the respect of the enlisted men 
of the battery and by reason of said2conduct 
discipline and good order has not been 
observed. 

‘3 That owing to feeling now existing 
between the members of the battery and 
said Joseph F. Kempton a number of the 
enlisted men have expressed thir -inten- 
tion to discontinue their attendance upon 
meetings and drilis of the battery, so lon 
as said Kempton is in command, prefer 
ring to be discharged from the service 
rather than serve under a man who they 
do. not respect as their superior.

Sanges said he was a member of a com- 
mittee appointed to go to Captain Kemp- 
ton and withdraw the petition asking for 
his resignation. The committee intended 
to get rid of Captain Kempton peaceably 
if possible, and if such could not be done 
the committee was imstructed to prefer 
charges against him, 

Why Kempton Was Objected To. 

The witness said the members had other 
evidence against Captain Kempton which 
was not sent at first. 

“Why did you not want Captain Kemp- 
ton commander of the battery?’ was 
asked. 

“Because I did not think he was the 
proper person to command the battery. 
He was not* proper in his demeanor to- 
ward the men.” 

He told of the incident at tthe tabernacle 
when Captain Kempton cursed because he 
did not find anything to eat for the bat- 
tery. He told of how Captain Kempton 
said Colonel Candler had used $100 of the 
appropriation for the purpose of giving a 
banquet to officers of the Fifth regiment. 
He said Captain Kempton said, “I'll be 


' damned if { don’t investigate it, too.” 


The witness said Captain Kempton 
cursed some of the privates at the bat- 
tery on the night of the inauguration. He 
said Captain Kempton said he didn’t pro- 
pose to be dictated to by any damn pri- 
vate. 

Witness said Captain Kempton told 
smutty tales and they were so vulgar the 
captain asked his son to retire while he 
was telling them. 

He said they didn’t take legal proceed- 
ings against the captain because they 
thought he would resign when the petition 
was presented. 

He said the authority the men had for 
meeting on December 9th, for the purpose 
of attending the engineers’ bazaar, was an 
order from Captain Kempton. Sergeant 
Thurman, being ranking officer, took 
the chair on this occasion. 

He testified that Hatchett at the meeting 
when the petition was presented said, 
‘Those who are with Hatchett come this 
way.’’ All twenty-seven of the men went 
with Hatchett, Sergeant Thurman with 
them. 

Lieutenant Case Testifies. 

Marvin L. Cage, first lieutenant of the 
Atlanta Artillery, was placed on the stand 
by the defense. 

He said matters came to a crisis on the 
night of December 8, and something had 
to be doae to prevent a personal meeting 
between Captain Kempton and Hatchett. 

Lieutenant Case said he had never re- 
cognized the rules of the.battery from a 
anilitary standpoint. He said: the rules 
had never been enforced except as to the 
routine business of the meetings. 

Hatchett Talks. 

Mr. W. E. Hatchett, clerk in the adju- 
tamt general’s office and one of the most 
prominent men in the battery at the time 
the trouble took place, was next called. 

He said he had been a member of the 
battery but had been discharged last De- 
cember. 

“I signed the petition,” said he, ‘‘and at- 
tempted to present it at the meeting. I 
paid my dues as a member of the battery 
and declined to re-enlist in the battery.” 

He signed the petition a day or two 
later. The petition was made to refer to 
all the officers in order not to make it ap- 
pear personal to Captain Kempton. He 
was the oldest man in the battery and was 
asked to present: the petition. He pre- 
sented the petition as best ne knew now 
and said it was wot personal. Captain 
Kempton called him down and said tlie 
men were being made fcols’of by the offi- 
cers of the Fifth regiment. 

He told of now on one occasion Dr. 
Cleveland, who was a member of the bat- 
tery, come into his office and showed him 
a charge about the report og. the encamp- 
ment. He «usked ths dector not to say any- 
thing about the repcrt Cecause he unaer- 
stood that Cuptaim Kempton intended to 
resign. 

He said Captain Kempton told of Gov- 
ernor Atkimson’s visit to the fort and 
mimicked him and ridiculed him. 

He told of Captain Kempton charging 
that Colonel Candler had taken $100 of 
the appropriation to give a dinner to ofli- 
cers of the Fifth regiment. 

Engineer on the Stand. 

Chief Engineer J. B. Warren, of the 
state capitol, told of the breaking of the 
door of the armory. 

K. 8S. Foster, assistant engineer of the 
state capitol, told of the breaking of the 
door to the armory. 

Private J. F. Stewart told of what took 
place at the armory on the night of inau- 
guration day, in regard to how Captain 
Kempton tried to keep the men away frora 
the ball. Captain Kempton ordered him to 
take off his uniform. 

J. W. Watley was at the armory on the 
night in question by order of Captain 
Kempton to attend the bail. The captain 
objected to his gloyes and collar, and or- 
dered him to puil off his uniform. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Second Junior Lieutenant L. D. Morris, 
of the battery, testified that he believed 
Captain Kempton asked Captain Bradley to 
resigm He hau heard Captain Kempton 
tell tales vulgar in the battery. He had 
asked Captain Kempton to resign. Lieu- 
tenant.Morris asked him as a friend to re- 
sign. Captain Kempton made a short talk 
to the battery in which he stated he wouid 
like to resign. 

He was asked to give an example of the 
vulgar jokes Captain Kempton told the bat- 
tery. He declined to repeat any of the 
jokes. 

He said he had heard Captain Kempton 


say that it didn’t matter what the rules * 


said, he was commander of the battery, 
and he proposed to run it his way. . 
Mr. Hatchett was placed on the stand 
again, and testified that Captain Kempton 
told him that he (Kempton) had asked 
Captains Bradley and Forbes to resign, 
This concluded the evidence on the first 
charge, and the additional charge was 
read to the court. The accused made a 
plea of not guilty to the Charge, and guilty 
of the specification of reporting faise mus- 
ter, There was objection to the plea, and

He said the actions of captain seem- 
ed without forethought and on the spur of

Captain Oscar J. Brown, assistant adju- 
tant. general of the state, was shown an 
affidavit and stated that it was icft at his 
office. The affidavit was from Sergeant 
Thurman, and was in regard to the false 
muster at Camp Northen. 


Thurman’s Statement. 

The accused took the stand and proceeded 
to make his statement. 

“There has never been any insubordinate 
conduct or feeling toward Captain Kemp- 
ton, and there has been better discipline 
gince the petition was signed. 

‘The petition was not gotten up for the 
purpose of breaking the laws of the state 
or for the purpose of being insubordinate. 
It was signed for the purpose of getting 
rid of a man who, we felt, was pulling the 
battery down. We took this action to avoid 
notoriety for him and his family. 

“We took the worst action we could, and 
risked a courtmartial because we thought 
he would step down and out without any 
trouble, . 

‘When we presented the petition we 
found we had made a bad mistake, and 
were sorry that we did not bring charges 
has since 
been done. " 

“My defense consists of a history of the 
battery for the past four years. There has¢ 
always been much dissatisfaction among 
the men in regard to Captain Kempton. 


They did not dislike Captain Kempton, 


personally; on the contrary, they felt a 
sympathy for him. 

‘“‘Men joined the battery, but as soon as 
they became aware of the dissatisfaction 
they would quit because they felt that with 
respect to themselves they could not remain 
in ime battery.’’ 

He went on to say that wher the trou- 
ble was traced to the foundation it was 
found that Captain Kempton was the 
cause. 

He said he had done all in his power to 
suppress the dissatisfaction until it was 
beyond his power:to stop it. 

He told how Kempton was elected cap- 
tain. He said Captain Kempton was at the 
head of the Peters street gang, and as 
soon as Captain Bradley had been put out 
Kempton announced his candidacy for 
captain..- 

Sergeant Thurman said he was appointed 
one of a committee to tell Captain Kemp- 
ton that they did not desire to have him 
as captain of the Artillery. Captain Kemp- 
ton was made captain when the officers in 
charge went out. 

He then told of the meeting on December 
9th, when the men expected to attend the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers’ 
bazaar. He called the men to order and 
took the chair because there were no high- 
er officers present. The feeling was very 
high when the men discovered that they 
coud not go. He quieted them down and 
the men decided to go ascitizens in order 
to show the people that they did not de- 
sire to treat them with utter contempt 
and disregard. 

The men, he said, did not present any in- 
formation to the governor until they under- 
stood that Captain Kempton had prepared 
charges against them and had asked for 
their immediate discharge. 

He didn’t approve of Captain Kempton 
telling smutty tales, but did not reprove 
him for it, because he thought he would be 
sat down on and probably lose his stripes. 

He told of the night of the inauguration 
and said Captain Kempton gave a tirade 
against: the Fifth regiment. Captain 
Kempton said on this occasion that while 
Colonel Candler could take $100 and give a 
dinner to visiting officers, he (Kempton) 
could not even get a sandwich for his 
men. 

Major Willcoxon then asked Sergeant 
Thurman about the resignation of Captain 
Bradley. There was dissatisfaction among 
the men about a bill for flowers that the 
officers had sent-to a lady and charged to 
the battery. Kempton made a speech, in 
which he asked Captain Bradley to re- 
sign. 

He said it was more of a natter of friend- 
ship to Captain Kempton and his family 
that he asked Captain Kempton to resign. 


PAUL REYNOLDS ARRESTED 


CHARGED WITH LARCENY AFTER 
TRUSTS BY P. CARALEE. 


The Latter Says Reynolds Received 
Money Intended for Landrum’s 
' Court and Kept It. 


Paul Reynelds, a young man well known 
in the city, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon by Bailiff Ray, of Judge Bloodwrth’s 
court, on a warrant sworn out by P. Cara- 
lee, who keeps a fruit stand at the corner 
of Marietta and Broad streets. Reynols 
is charged with larceny after trust. 

Reynolds was released without bond and 
no date has yet been set for his trial. It 
will take place, however, within the course 
of a few days.

They Have Sentences of Ten Years 
Each in the Pen. 


THEY TRIED HARD TO GET A NEW TRIAL 


Will Dig Coal in the Mines for the 
Next Ten Years, Ignoring tie

Julius and Lem Bone, the two shining 
stars in the notorious band of outlaws 
which took their name, were taken from 
the county jail yesterday afternoon and 
sent to the coal mines, where they whl 
serve out their sentences of fen years each. 

These two boys have been flitting before 
the public eye for several years on account 
of their desperate acts, but from now on 
they will be lost in the oblivion of the coal- 
shaft where. down hundreds of feet below 
the life which they were loathe to surren- 
der, they will labor for ten long, weary 
years. It’s the life of a slave, and the ter- 
ror of it seemed to distress the two Boneses 
considerably, in spite of the fact that they 
have already been initiated into the mys- 
teries of penitentiary life before. 

All day yesterday they were fighting 
tooth and nail to turn some stone by means 
of which they could obtain a new trial. 

Every conceivable weak point in the evi- 
dence was put under the focus of good 
legal eyes, and not until the big officer ap- 
peared at the jail and locked the iron cuffs 
on their hands did they seem .to despair. 
Lem Bone was sitting on the stairs which 
leads from the first floor of the ‘‘rock”’ up 
to the second, puffing away indifferently 
on a cigarette, while Julius was telling 
yarns with a crowd of prisoners in the rear 
end of the jail when Jailer Maddox ap- 
peared afjgthe main door and called their 
mames. They sprung from their seats, for 
they were confident that fortune was at 
last smiling upon them. They rushed up 
to the jailer and said: ‘‘What’s the news, 
Mr. Maddox?” 

“Get your clothes, boys, quick as possi- 
ble, for the officer is here in the office wait- 
ing to take you to the coal mines,” replied 
Mr. Maddox. 

“Great heavens, you don’t mean to say 
they are going to take me to a coal mine,”’ 
exclaimed Lem Bone, glancing down at his 
tailor-made trousers and catching a 
glimpse of the patent leather gloss of his 
pointed-toed shoes. “I’m a beaut,” con- 
tinued Lem, “‘to be buried down a thou- 
sand feet in a coal mine.’’ 

Their reveries were soon broken, and be- 
fore they could realize what was being 
done, they were handcuffed and on their 
way to the train. It stirred up the whole 
jail, for the Bone boys had been telling all 
the prisoners that they would never touch 
them, and that they would be out walking 
about in a short while. There was noth- 
ing but commotion in the ranks of the 
prisoners, and from every corner came low 
mutterings saying ‘“‘There’s no justice in

“You can just tell them that you saw 
me,”’ said Lem, as he stepped from the jail 
door, “but you just keep your eye on Little 
Lem, and see if he don’t work his rabbit 
foot on ‘em before he gets through.” 

In a word, the passing of the Boneses was

“I wish the people of Atlanta could see 
this body of men,” said Commissioner 
George Johnson, ‘‘and then they could ap- 
preciate the worth of the police depart- 
ment. There are nearly 150 men there in 
line,” said Mr. Johnson, pointing at the 
long line of blue-coats, “and they show 
that they have been selected with the ut-

vice stripes will give the men a fine ap- 
pearance and the Atlanta “cops” will be 
in the “push” with the police departments 
of other cities. The Atlanta uniform will 
closely resemble the Chicago regular uni- 
form. 

The commissioners all expressed them- 
selves as being very much pleased with the 
showing made at yesterday’s parade and 
stated that their belief was that the city 
would get the best police service for the 
next two years that it has had in a long, 
long while.

Secretary Williams, of the Carpenters’ 
Union, was seen last night, and speaking 
of the lockout, said: 

“Yes, it looks like the fight has begun, 
but we are glad that it started from the 
other side, for we first desirad . confer- 
ence with all the contractors ani put:ders 
before forcing the demand. 

‘Today Benson: & Hinman, who have 
the contract for erecting the shce fuctolry 
building, declared themselves against ut:on 
men and locked out three men—two whites 
and one negro. .All the explanation ‘ie 
firm made.to the men was to the effect 
that they would. not employ union inen. 
Mr. Hinman told one of our union men 
today that. he would discharge every man 
in his employ who had a union ecard and 
hire negroes. When he was told tnat *he 
negroes were organized equally #s strong 
as the whites, he replied that ‘no negro 
would keep his gath,’ and it would te 
no trouble to get non-union men. 

“In making. our demand we nave given 
the boss contractors. fully four months’ 
notice whereby they can close up all con- 
tracts on hand at the present scale of 
wages paid. We think such action is more 


than fair to them. 


“The carpenters are determined and there 
will be no eompromise. Our organization 
committee is actively engaged in securing 
new members, and by the time July rolls 


around you will find non-union carpenters 
a scaree article in Atlanta. We had twen- 
ty-five new applications tonight. It has 


come to a point in Atlanta where we must 
have a living wage.”’ 

It is saia: that the brick masons, too, 
are on the verge of entering_into a fight 
with the Benson & Hinman firm. Imme- 
diately after the carpenters’ lockout, it 
is claimed that a committee from the brick 
masons working on the same _ building 
made a demand for nine hours. A genéral 
sympathetic strike may follow.

Would Have Been Promoted. 

Colonel Kellogg is just at the age when 
a man should be in the prime and vigor of 
life, sixty-six years of age, and he was 
next in the line of promotion under the 
law, and would have, no doubt, arisen to 
the rank of brigadier general, and with a 
good showing to have been promoted to the 
position of major general during the eight 
years that would have elapsed before he 
woulg have. been retired by limitation of 
age. 

Unfortunately, however, he has been 
gradually declining in ‘health until there 
are no hopes for his complete restoration, 
and he will be retired within the next few 
weeks. 

Colonel Kellogg was appointed a second 
lieutenant in the Tenth regiment of in- 
fantry, United States army, from Ohio, on 
August 10, 1861, and began service under 
General George (B. McLellan in the Army of 
the Potomac. For gallant gervice in the 
field he was brevetted to a first Ifeutenancy 
after the battle of Chancellorsville, and for 
his bravery at the bloody battle of Gettys- 
burg he was brevetted captain on July 24, 
and on March Ist, following, he received his 
brevet as major. 

He was @ man of great personal popu- 
larity, as well as being a brave and ac- 
complished officer, and his ‘promotion wes 
rapid during the war.

FAIR AND MILD TODAY. 


Indications Threatening, However, and 
More Rain May Come. 


During the past twenty-four hours there 
was but very little change in the weather 
condition over the country, except over 
the west gulf states, where a storm of 
moderate energy was central last night. 
The barometer was below the average 
from the lower lakes to Florida and thence 
westward to Texas. From the Ohio valley 
westward to the central Rocky mountain 
districts the air pressure was about nor- 
mal and evenly distributed: Light show- 
ers occurred in the northeast and north- 
west, and heavy rain at New Orleans, but 
elsewhere there -was but little rainfall 
reported. Rain was falling at Buffalo, 
New Orleans and St. Louis and from the 
lower lakes and the Qhio valley westward 
to the Rocky mountains the weather was 
generally cloudy. Clear to partly cloudy 
weather prevailed along the coast from 
New York to Georgia, but in the gulf 
states the weather was becoming somewhat 
threatening. 

The temperature changes have been very 
slight since Monday night. Warm weather 
prevailed tn the gulf and south Atlantic 
states, while in the northern half of the 
country about seasonable temberacures 
were reported. 

The conditions shown on last’ night's 
weather map indicate a very short spell of 
pleasant weather. While it may probably 
be fair during today, it is expected that 
threatening weather will set in before the 
evening. There will be no material change 
in the temperature.

was mustered into service, and after years 
of comparative inaction it was ordered to 
the Texas frontier to support General 
Zachary Taylor in the defense of the re- 
public of Texas against Mexican invasion, 
and during the war that followed the regi- 
ment did valiant service under General 
Taylor in his brilliant campaigns. 

After the close of the war it was station- 
ed in Texas for awhile, and then ordered 
to Florida and afterwards to Fort Larri- 
more, and was stationed in New Mexico 
when the civil war broke out, but was 
afterwards transferred to the department 
of the Missouri. On March 17, 1870, Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles was transferred from 
the Fortieth regiment to the Fifth, and on 
December 15, 1880, he was promoted to the 
rank of brigadier general, and Colonel Lu- 
genbeel was appointed as his successor, 
but neither he nor Colonel Houston, who 


_guccéedead him, ever joined the regiment. 


Colonel Wilkins was the next commander 
of the Fifth, and he served until his re- 
tirement, in 1886, when Colonel Osborne 
succeeded him, and was, in turn, at his 
death, succeeded by Colonel Kellogg. 

Colonel Kellogg commanded at Fort 
Ridgely, Fort Ringgold, Fort Brown, Co- 
lumbus barracks, Mount Vernon barracks 
and at Fort McPherson, where he is now 
located.

THE RAILROAD LEASE CASE POSTPONED 


The Famous Fight Over the Southern . 


Railway’s Control of the North 
Carolina ‘Road. 


Greensboro, N. C., April 6.—(Special.)— 
The injunction case of the Southern rail- 
way against Governor Russell, Attorney 
General Walser and the North Carolina 
railroad, was continued today to June 8th, 


at Asheville. 

The case is to decide whe are the direc- 
tors of the road, those appointed by Gov- 
ernor Carr before he went out, or those 
appointed by Govérhor Russell since he 
came in. 

The trial was édnttiusa in order to ai- 
low the new directors to organize and be- 
come a party to the. suit. 

Hon. John G. Carlisle, ex-secretary of 
the treasur¥. is one.of.the attorneys for the 
Southern Railway Company. Ex-Judge A. 
C. Avery and MacRae & Day are counsel 
for the state. 

Judge Simonton granted the temporary 
injunction. Governor Russell has intimated 
that he would not pay any attention to the 
court’s injunction if it did not please him 
to do so. In their brief, the governor and 
attorney general, answering the Southern 
railway, say: “If it is true, as contended 
for the resplendents,; that the effect of the 
restraining order jis. to prohibit the gov- 
ernor and attorney general of North Caro- 
lina from bringing, or threatening to bring 
suits that the law either rests them with 
discretion to bring, or aid in bringing, or 
makes it an imperative duty to bring, will 
the court enforce its mandate? If not, the 
order is mere frutem fulmen. Suppose these 
officers disobey the order, where will the 
court get its posse comitatus to compel 
obedience? If neither the governor nor the 
legislature sheuld call for troops, can the 
court declare the state to be in rebellion 
and call for the army to enforce its de- 
crees? Will ft imprison and depose the 
governor without a trial? If the court pro- 
poses to vield in case of refusal to obey, on 
the ground that it has exhausted its pow- 
er, Pere! drive matters to such an extrem- 
ity? 

“If it is proposed to use the federal army 
to force a governor to abdicate, then the 
government will be revolutionized to pre- 
vent the depreciation of a block of bonds."

D. T. Harris Swears Against Bragg and 
Then Signs His Bond. 


SAVED HIM FROM GOING TO JAIL 


The Leading Witness for the Govern- 


ment Prosecuted His Neighbor 
To Vindicate Himself. 


Henry Bragg, a Paulding county farmer. 
was bound over by Commissioner Broyles 


yesterday for dlstilling. 

The case was a pecullar one. Bragg was 
convicted on the evidence of D. T. Harris. 
another farmer, who was the chief witness 
against the prisoner. Then after Harris did 
all he could to convict Bragg, he went on 
his bond. 

Harris himself ts under bond for the same 
offense. He was bound over about a month 
ago for operating a distillery in Paulding. 
The evidence against him wags that the offi- 
cers who raided the still found in an old 
vest covered with slop a cotton receipt 
made out in D. Ty, Harris’s name. Harris 
acknowledged that the receipt was his, but 
said that he had lost it. He strenuously 
deaied his guilt, but Judge Broyles put him 
under a $200 bond, which he gave 

As soon as Harris went back to his home 
in Paulding county he set to work to find 
evidence against some one as the party 
guilty of running the still, so that he could 
vindicate himself. 

At last he found a man who said that 
Henry Bragg had told him he had found 
the cotton receipt which Harris claimed to 
have lost. Harris collected some other evi- 
dence and yesterday he had Bragg arrested 
— brought here for a preliminary hear- 


g. 

Im the trial before Judge Broyles, Virgil 
Hulsey, a young man from Paulding, testi- 
fied that Bragg had told him in confidence 
that he had found the cotton receipt which 
served as the evidence against Harris, Hul- 
sey said he did not want to see an innocent 
man like Harris suffer for another’s crime, 
so he reporfed what Bragg had told him. 

Judge Broyles thought the evidence suffi- 
cient to convict and he named a $200 bond 
for Bragg. 

Bragg was in a quandary about a bonds- 
man. He didn’t know any one here who 
would go on his bond, and it seemed that 
he would have to go to jail, but his prose- 
cutor, Harris, came forward and volunta- 
rily signed the bond and secured the free- 
dow of the man he had just sworn against. 


NO TRIAL FOR FLANAGAN NOW 


Tliness of His Attorney Will Prevent 
‘His Trial on the 27th. 

Edward C. Flanagan will not be tried for 
murder on the 27th of this month. 

While this has not been definitely settled, 
it can be almost positively stated that the 
trial will not occur at the time fixed. Flan- 
agan’s attorney, Colonel W. C. Glenn, is 
still very ill and it is very improbable that 
he will be able to conduct the trial by the 
time set. 

Colonel Glenn has been tn Lithia Springs 
for several weeks trying to recuperate his 
tired energies. and broken health. He has 
returned to the city and his condition is 
much improved, but he is still very unwell.

Wet Clothes Were Not Sufficient To

Henry Collins was tried before Judge 
Nash Broyles yesterday on the charge 
of making Ulicit whisky. 

Collins is a young white farmer living 
near Griffin, in Spalding county. He was 
accused of being one of the gang of moon- 
shiners who fought a desperate battle with 
the revenue men about a month ago. 

The officers were on a raid when they 
came upon a big still in a deep gully. The 
still was in operation and six moonshiners 
were working around the fires. 

While the officers were  reconnoitering 
Deputy Marshal Pod Dismukes stumbled 
over a pile of brush and alarmed the dis- 
tillers, who ran out at the lower end of 
the gully and commenced firing on the 
officers. A battle in which several dozen 
shots 
moonshiners escaped at the time, but the 
officers followea a path that led from the 
stil to a house where a negro named 
Harry Stillwell lived. Stillwell was not 
at home, but in a few days he was captur- 
ed and brought here before Judge Broyles 
and bound over. 

The officers claim that the same traf! led 
right on by the negro’s yard up to Collins’s 
house, a half a mile away. They arrested 
Collins for being one of those at the still 
on the night of the raid. 

They found some sloppy clothing In hts 
house, but as this was the only evidence 
against him Judge Broyles ordered him dis- 
charged.

It Is Proposed 
Sidewalks, 


CITY TO BEAR ALL EXPENSE 


The Idea Is To Save Consumers An- 
noyance and Money—Woodward 
Recommends the Change. 


The water board is about to make a de- 
cided change in The location of water 
meters at every residence in Atlanta, which 
will not only be a great saving to the 
citizens, but a great improvement over the 


old pipes. 

A movement is now on foot to place all 
meters on the sidewalks instead of in the 
front yards, or in the rear of the residences. 
The water board has been considering the 
matter for months, it was referred to a 
special committee who rendered a favora- 
ble report, and the new plan is now in the 
hands of the council, and will no doubt 
be acted on favorably at the next regular 
meeting. 

Superintendent Woodward has given the 
matter careful study and {ts heartily in fa- 
vor of the new plan. He has recently re- 
turned from a trip to Chattanooga and 
Nashville. where he went for the express 
purpose of eXtimining ‘the systems of those 
cities, where the meters are in thé side- 
walks, 

If the change is made the expense there- 
of will. of course, be met by the city, not 
a single cent coming out of ‘the pockets of 
the individual consumers. The city may 
also keep the meters in repair hereafter, 
and an entirely new kind, much superior 
to the old, may be adopted. 

Secretary Brown, of the water board, is 
also enthusiastic about the new venture, 
and is bending every effort to have the 
council make a favorable report. There is 
little doubt but that he will succeed. 

The Benefits of the Change. 

Mr. Brown argues that if the location 
of the meters is changed, innumerable ben- 
efits will follow. 

In the first place there would be no more 
tearing up and disfiguring of beautiful 
lawns: when the pipes had to be repaired; 
there would be no more trouble from 
meter inspectors prowling about one’s 
premises at all hours during the night 
and day; the work of repairing and in- 
specting could be done in one-half the 
time; and it would save the consumer 
worry and expense, for there would be no 
more bills from the water company for 
meter repairs. 

In his last annual report, which was re- 
ceived from the printer only a few days 
azo, Superintendent Woodward has the 
following to say in recommendation of the 
new location for the meters: 

“I recommend that all meters now in ser- 
vice should be placed on the sidewalk in a 
suitable locked box and connections run 
across the sidewalk to property line, and 
consumer be required to put a shut off 
just inside his premises. ‘‘he expense of 
setting meter, placing box, etc., should be 
borne by the city. If this is done, we would 
have no more trouble with plumbers mak- 
ing connections in front of meters, break- 
ing service boxes and tampering with them; 
no more compiaints from consumers of dig- 
ging up their yards and lawns to repair 
meters, and of meter inspectors prowling 
around their premises. The work of repair- 
‘Ing, reading and inspecting could be done 
in one-half the time that it nuw takes. 

“I would also recommend that the board 
adopt two or three of the best meters that 
are now on the: market and allow no oth- 


ers to be used. The country is now flooded 


with a lot of cheap and inferior meters 
that are causing much troubie and expénse 
to' both consumers and the department. 
Some of these meters that have been in 
service only a month, have to be repaired 
and parts furnished charged to consumer. 
This causes complaint, as owner bought 
what he thought to be the best meter 
made (so recommended by the plumber from 
whom he purchased). If the board sees fit 
to adopt these meters the manufacturers 
will gladly furnish them to the department 
at reduced price and they could be sold to 
consumer at cost. This would save them 
considerable and at the same time they 
would be assured of having a first-class 
meter. Or, better still, why should not the 
city own the meters and keep them in 
repair? Several of the largest waterworks 
svstems in the country own their meters 
and consider them part of the plant. If a 
certain amouht was appropriated each year 
for the purchase of meters, then all new 
services could be supplied with them and 
old ones that were condemned or worn 
out could be replaced with new ones, and 
after a few years the city would own all 
of the meters. I have no doubt that the 
owners of the meters would gladly turn 
them over to the city if they were kept 
in repair free of cost'and when worn out 
assured of getting a new meter.”’ 


FARMER KEEL COUNTERFEITER 


He Is Bound Over Under a Heavy 
Bond on That Charge. 


United States Commissioner Broyles 
Monday bound over Stony Keel, of Newton 
county, on the charge of making counter- 
feit money. Keel is a young white man, 
about twenty-five years old; who runs a 
farm near Covington. He was arrested 
yesterday morning by Deputy Marshal 
Scott, Captain W. H. Forsyth and Mr, 
Wright, of the secret service. 

Keel was carried before Judge Broyles 
immediately and tried. The evidence 
against him was conclusive, and the judge 
placed him under a bond of a thousand 
dollars. He was unable to make the bond, 
and was sent to jail. 

Judge Broyles said that Keel was in 
many respects the most remarkable pris- 
oner he ever had before him. He was but 
@ plain country farmer, but when he got 
on the stand to make his statement his 
fluent story was told in such a manner as 
to surprise all in the court. 

Abe Dyer, a negro man, was arrested 
and brought to Atlanta with Keel, but 
Judge Broyles released him on the plea 
of the negro that his connection with the 
case was that of a spotter alone. He swore 
that he had been asked by his employer 
to get up evidence against Keel, : 

After being discharged the negro was 
used as a witness against Keel, and his 
testimony caused the ‘Newton ‘county 
farmer to be convicted. 

He swore that he had seen Keel making 
leaden molds in which to make counterfeit 
money. He also swore that he had séen 
Keel trying to make money with che molds. 
He said that Keel had come to him and 
tried to sell him a pair of the moulds. He 
immediately reported the matter to Mr. 
O. A.. Martin, on whose he lived, 
Mr. Martin at once told him that ne went- 
ed him to help get up evidence to convict 
Keel of counterefiting. 

Keel, in his statement. swore that he was 
innocent of the charge. H

Creole, Pink and White Will Bo the 
Colors Displayed in the miling. 
A SYMPHONY IN STONE 


Georgia’s Will Be the . Handsomest 
Display Furnished by Any State 
at Tennessee Centennial. 


Professor W. S. Yeates, state geologist, 
has just received a colored diagram show- 
ing the arrangement of the marble display 
in his department of the Georgia exhibit 
at the Tennessee Centennial. 

Professor Yeates deserves the credit for 
having gotten together the handsomest dis- 
play of marble, building stone and minerals 
ever sent out from the state, and there 
will be no exhibit that will equal it from 
ad state in the union at the great exposi- 
tion. 

The floor will be tiled in alternating 
blocks of creole, pink and white marbles 
from the Georgia quarrigs, amd will be a 
symphony in stone. The walls will be 
wainscoted for a height of seven feet with 
creole marble, and the entire design will be 
unique, novel and strikingly beautiful in 
design and execution. 3 

In the center will be: a handsome marble 
column and there will be others in the four 
corners of the room with pedestals sur- 
mounted by elegantly carved cases, and a 
number of monuments of beautiful and 
tasteful design will be arranged within the 
space, 

There have been séme slight changes tn 
the arrangement of the other minerals and 
stones, a fine display of slate from the 
Rockmart quarries occupying a prominent 
position, and samples of pottgrs’ clays and 
the pottery manufactured in the state will 
be exhibited. 

The board of directors has added amother 
concession of space 10x31 feet, near the en- 
trance, and adjacent to the main exhibit, 
in which .will be placed a special exhibit of 
the woods of Georgia, carefully selected 
and cut and polished to show to the best 
advantage. 

Over the entrance will be placed a sign 
with large lettering in black and gold, 
“‘Woods of Georgia.”” The entire marble, 
mineral and forestry exhibit will be under 
the direction of Professor Yeates, who has 
displayed untiring industry, exquisite tatse 


and practical judgment in making it one 


of the most attractive features of the Geor- 
gia department at the exposition at Nash- 
ville.
